Drug Raids 
For Naught 


Corsicana police and Sheriff's 


department carried out raids on 
four places Wednesday night in 
search of marijuana and nar- 
cotics, but came up practically 
empty handed according to Chief 
of Police Don Massey. 


No marijuana or narcotics 


paraphernalia were found, and 
no arrests made on any drug 
charges, Chief Massey said 
Thursday in revealing the raids 
carried out simultaneously by 
Sheriff's Deputy Ronald Moses, 
regular police and reserve of- 
ficers. 


One Houston man was arrested 


near where one raid was con- 
ducted, but this was because he 
was found in possession of a 
pistol. Chief Massey said he 
expected to file charges of 
carrying a prohibited weapon 
Thursday afternoon with the 
District Attorney's office. 


Police and the Sheriff's office 


had been working together for the 
past three weeks gathering in- 
formation on suspected narcotics 
pushers, especially pushers of 
marijuana. Based on information 
gathered from informers and 
sources officers are not at liberty 
to divulge at this time, plans were 
made for coordinating a series of 
raids on scattered locations about 
the city. Search warrants were 
obtained, and the raids were 
carried out between 8 and 9 p.m. 


"Our information wasn't too 


good, or else they were expecting 
us," Chief Massey said of the 
raids, adding, "or else if it were 
there it (marijuana) was hidden 
so good we didn't find it." 


Carrying out the raids with 


Deputy Moses and Chief Massey 
were Police Officers Victor 
Freeze and Lewis Palos; Police 
Reserves Butch Otto and Otis 
Dunagan, and Special Agent 
Leon Cain of Henderson county.

Doug/as Urges Unify 
Of Count/ Officials

Douglas, in a prepared speech to be 
presented tonight at the installation of 
officers ceremony at the annual County 
Judges and Commissioners Association 
of Texas convention in San Antonio, 
urged members to work more closely 
with legislative officials to improve 
county government. 


In his speech, Douglas says, "I firmly 


believe that county government is the 
one government in Texas that is 
available to the electorate. It should be 
one with its doors open to help the people 
solve those problems that need to be 
solved. Many are not doing the job and 
this is one of the big reasons why a few 
people holler so much about changing 
our present form. Many of us hide 
behind the law and fail to carry out the 
responsibilities that we now have." 


Douglas urged the county officials to 


join together in protecting the interest of 
the electorate in good county govern- 
ment. 


The Navarro County Judge reminded 


the officials that during the last session 
of the legislature, the association 
worked for the passage of two bills that 
would substantially increase the amount 
of money that the counties would share 
in from revenues collected by the State. 
One bill was from the county to keep a 
greater share of the automobile 
registration fee. This bill did not pass. 


The other bill, designed to take the 


right-of-way buying on state highways, 
away from the counties and let the State 
buy and pay for it all, also failed to pass. 
He said with the help of county officials, 
these bills could have passed. 


"Our public relations with the 


Legislature is not as good as it should 
be," Douglas said. "We fall down on the 
job by not exercising the influence we 
have. Why?"

Douglas said now is the time for 


county officials to talk to their 
Legislators; now thathe needs their vote 
and support more than the county of- 
ficials need his. 


"Why not work out some kind of un- 


derstanding so that each of you is turned 
in the same direction?" he said. 


In his closing remarks, Douglas told 


the association members it was a 
pleasure to serve the past year as their 
president. 


The new president of the association is 


Ector County Commissioner Kellus 
Turner. The first vice-president this 
year is Nueces County Judge Robert 
"Bob" Barnes.

end of Ihis decade 70 per cent 
of our eating will be away 
from home. 


Bui all experts don't agree. 


One of them is Paul Kovi, di- 
reclor of New York's Four- 
Seasons restaurant. 


"There is a growing trend 


in the country today toward 
home cooking. Not the same 


as before, but interesling 
and rather simple but ap- 
pealing food. Look at the 
great increase in cookbooks 
published and c o o k i n g 
courses given—I'd say the 
increase is 20 per cent in the 
last 10 years," he says. 


Kovi points to the 20 to 35 


age group as most important. 
"So many travel all over the 
world today. They 
return 


and 
want 
to 
experiment 


themselves with some of the 
new dishes they ate else- 
where. Not elaborate things, 
but simple dishes. Many use 
ingredients far different'from 
those used in the old stan- 
dard meat and potato diet 
they probably grew up on." 


These young people slill 


eat out, but generally less 
than their parents. They go 
to'restaurants mainly to be 
w i t h others rather than 
simply to eat, he says. 


"Look 
at some 
of the 


places with indifferent food 
that are crowded even now 
when most restaurants are 
feeling the economic pinch. 
It's the young who fill them. 
Obviously the atmosphere is 
what counts. It is the place 
to be with lots of others," 
Kovi adds. 


Luxury restaurants appeal 


Very 
little to the young. 


Either because they cannot 
afford them of because they 
don't like all the elegante 
and social discipline implied. 


"Because t h e i r fathers 


went to a certain restaurant, 
and was known by the maitre 
d', does not interest them. 
Tradition is "old-fashioned in 
their minds. They want in- 
formality, a crowd of people 
and lots of atmosphere. Oh, 
yes, some food—but not par- 
ticularly interested in how 
good if actually is." Kovi 
says. 
.Born in Transylvania, after 
college Kovi went to Italy 
where lie became a profes- 
sional soccer player.

came to the United States in

Kovi admits that custom- 


ers of elegant restaurants 
are not among Ihe young 
very often. This year when 
most places were in financial 
trouble, his restaurant held 
its. own. even prospered. 


'•Business was excellent. 


Not as good as four years 
ago. but better than most in 
the same group. The rea- 
sons for this, I think, are 
that 
many 
people 
didn'l 


travel abroad this summer. 
Also our competitors took 
longer vacations than usual, 
and some of the most aggres- 
sive competition went out of 
business." he says.
